them, 
It was shortly after lacrosa had 


been adopted as Canada’s national 
fame, and everybody was taking an 
interest in how it was played It is 
recorded that the late Hon. Thomas 
D'Arcy McGee remarked shortly af- 
ter seeing the first lacrosse stick, or 
the first “‘crosse,”’ as it was enlled 
in those days that it bore a marked 
resemblance to the trundling sick 
used in-the Irigh game of Coman. It 
may be added that the Hon. D'Arcy 
McGee knew his Ireland thoroughly, 
for even though he was murdered 
later on by assassins, who were do- 
ing in their generation what the 
Friends of Irish Freedom are «doing 
now, he was an Irishman through 
and through. 

The Irish game of Coman, or 
trundling, has apparently, become ex- 
tinct, for I can find no reference to 
it in several standard books of pas- 
times, or in the dictionaries. How- 
ever, the resemblance between the 
lacrosse stick and the trundling stick 
struck a number of otner Irish- 
Canadians beside the Hon. Thomas 
D'Arcy McGee. In the 70’s of the last 
century, some man wrote to a paper 
in Port Hope and launched the inter- 
esting theory that both the Irish race 
and the Indians could trace their 
common ances:ry back to the Phoe- 
nicians, 

The arguments that he had ad- 
vanced were not numerous. He re- 
called the ancient tale of how the 
Phoenicians sailed the seven seas in 
their cranky crafts. So little is known 
of their voyaging that if a man in 
Port Hope chose to think that they 
traveled es far as North America. 
who could:contradict him? Of course, 
that much was all surmise. 

But the man with the theory had 
one fact that he thought supported 


‘him. The Indians used the lacrosse 


stick he Irish used the trundl- 
ing stick. Suraesthey could not be 
so much alike if they-had not de- 
scended from a common ancestor, It 
was quite obvious to him that the 
Phoenicians had taught both their 
Irish and their Indian children some 
game, which in course of time de- 
veloped into Coman in Ireland and 
lacvosse in America. : 

There is-no record as to which 

was the more offénded, the Irish or 
the Indians, by this attempt to link 
up their races, Canada was a small 
Coury fifty years ago, and tho. dis- 
cussion, started in Port Hope, spread 
to many-parts of the Dominion. Be- 
cause it was novel, it found its sup- 
porters. 
- The people who took the other side 
of the argument had plenty of hot 
shot for the theory. If the Irfsn and 
the Indians possessed a common an- 
eestry, they asked, why is it that the 
only thing common to the two of 
them to survive should be a game? 
Why is it that there are no social 
cus.oms or racial habits to show re- 
lationship? They also pointed out 
tbat there is no record of any game 
Piayed by the Phoenicians that might 
be the common ancestor of lacrosse 
and Coman. Not even Christopher 
Columbus could have disputed more 
strenuously.the claim that the Phoe- 
nicians were ahead of him in getting 
to America. 

One of the leading authorities in 
lacrosse of those days brought the 
argument to an end. The lacrosse 
stick had developed greatly in his 
time, he said. The original ‘‘crosse’”’ 
used by the primitive Indians was 
much more like a crook with the end 
turned into a ladle than like the 
modern.lacrosse. He added that the 
“original crosse bore na more resem- 
blance to a trundling bat than a 
cross-bow bears to a rifle,” 

So the discussion died out, and the 
theory was forgotten, like many an- 
other théory that would have been 
important if true. 

One fact remains undisputed how- 
ever. The Irish have a natural gift 
for lacrosse, whether they inherited 
it from the Phoenicians ov not. From 
the great Hoobin, of the Montreal

Sir Sam Hughes Upheld 
Thorouzh Canad.aa V ews 


During Hs Aciive Vareer

LTHOUGH many controver- 

sies raged. round Sir Sam 

Hughes during his lifetime, 

everybody will admit that 
his death removed a great Canadian. 
Licut.-Gen, the Hon. Sir Sam 
Hughes, K.C.B., was of Scottish-Irish 
Huguenot descent. His frreat-grand- 
father, whose name was Saint Pierre, 
served under Napoleon, ahd, wich 
two sons fell in the battle of Water- 
loo. Sir Sam was born in Darlington 
Township, Durham County, Ontario, 
in 1853. After graduating from the 
university he was for some years lec- 
turer in English, literature and his- 
tory at the Toronto Collegiaze Insti- 
tute. In 1885 he purchased the Lind- 
: say Warder, which he edited until 
1897. In earlier life Sir Sam was 
prominently identified with amateur 
athletics, and was one of the cele- 
brated lacrosse players of his day. 
He served in the Fenian Raid of 
1870, and was an active member of 
the Canadian Militia for many years. 
He took command of the 45th Bat- 
talion in 1897, and took part in the 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee in that 
year. 

Sir Sam Hughes from his youth 
maintained the view that the colo- 
nies and overseas dominions of the 
British Empire should give military 
assistance to the Empire when it was 
involved in war, and he preached this 
doctrine in Canada, Australia and 
New Zealand. During the South 
African war he offered his services 
to the British Government, served in

ther, this poison (antimoniac oxide) 
may enter his system through the 
skin ‘with possibly fatal results. 
| Every year, it is said, red socks of a, 
cheap variety send dozens of their 
innocent wearers to the hospitals. 

There is similar danger in vivid 
greens, which contain arsenic, 
bright blues, which owe their beau- 
tiful color to muriate of soda; and 
yellows, which draw their alluremen. 
from lead—all mineral dyes, and all 
deadly. 

Only a few months ago a lovely 
Parisian girl, Mile. Carlier, “paid 
with her life for decking her beauty 
in an exquisite green silk blouse; and 
one of the most popular women in. 
Brussels society, Mme. Sablin, died 
of lend-poisoning as the result of 
wearing stockings of yellow to match 
a Paris gown. 

‘The toys whose gay colorfng ap- 
peals to children are often no less 
dangerous, with their hues 4 red and 
green, blue and yellow, which may 
contain deadly mineral poisons. 

Arsenic, a poison, two grains of 
which are fatal, has a hundred little- 
suspected ambushes. It lurks in arti- 
ficial flowers; in candles used for de- 
coration; in stockings and gloves; in 
wallpapers and furniture coverings; 
in Britannia-metal forks and spoons, 

-In many foods, too, danger lurks. 
To some, shell-fish are poisonous; to 
other, strawberries or eggs — thus 
justifying the saying that “What is 
one man’s food is another man’s 
poison.” And ‘scores have died from 
solanine poisoning as the result of 
eating potatoes that were sprouting. 

Even in plants and flowers danger 
often lies. Prussic acid lurks in the 
beauty of lilies- of-the-valley; daffo- 
dils and narcissi, buttercups and 
nas‘urtiums often caused trouble- 
some skin affections. 


The Book of Danicl. ; 


When was the Book of Daniel 
written? Some authorities, besides 
maintaining that the book was not 
written by Daniel, have deducted a 
few centuries from its antiquity, 
dating it about 167 B.C. The Rev. 
W. St. Clair Tisdall, D.D., in a recent | 
discussion on the subject at Central 
Hall, Westminster, said the Book of 
Daniel might well belong to some- 
what the same time as the writing 
of the Assouan Elephantine papyri. 
In some cases, the papyri being some- 
what torn or worm-eaten, the date 
could ‘no longer be read; but the 
number of documents in which these 
particulars were preserved was suffi- 
cient to show that they all pélonged 
to the period between 500 and 400 
B.C. Thus, taking Arthur Ungnads 
little collection entitled ‘“Aramai- 
sche Papyrus aus Elephantine,”’ the 
first document——a letter from the 
2 Jewish community of Yeb (Elephan- 
‘ tine) to Bagoas (in the original 
““Bagohi’'), Persian Governor of Ju- 
dea, complaining in forcible lan- 
guage of the destruction of the Jew- 
ish Temple at Elephantine “three 
years previously’——was dated “20ta 
of Marcheswan, year 17th of Darius 
the King.” As Darius IL. reigned 
from 424 to 405 B.C., it was not 
difficult to discover that the appeal 
was writ.en in 407 B.C. 


Nation Without a Language. 

Switzerland has no language of 
its own. 

The official languages of Switzer- 
land are French, Italian and Ger- 
man, all three being recognized as 
the ‘mother tongue” of the majority 
of the inhabitants. 

A majority of the people speak 
German, while the others use French 
and Italian, varying as a rule ac- 
cording to the proximity of the peo- 
ple to each country whose language 
they speak. 

Public decuments and notices are 
printed in the French and German 
languages. In the Swiss national 
Parliament the members make their 
either in French or.

Sir Sam attained 
the rank of major-general in. 1912, 
and was promoted to the rank of 
honorary lieuienant-general in 1916. 

Sir Sam had been a member of the 
House of Commons continuously 
since 1892. He won the North Vic- 
toria seat in that year and since then 
had been returned each successive 
general election for Victoria and 
Haliburton. : 

When the Conservative party, led 
by Siz Robert Borden, attained pow- 
er in 1911, Sir Sam Hughes. was 
selec:ed as Minister of Militia and 
Defence. That position he filled for 
five years, two of them years when 
Canada was engaged in war. More 
than any other man, Sir Sam de- 
serves credit for the extraordinary 
speed with which Canada’s first con- 
tingent for service in the war with 
Germany was organized, equipped 
and embarked in the summer of 
1914. By the end of May, 1915, Gen. 
Hughes was able to announce tha: 
60,000 troops had received their pre- 
liminary training and been despatch- 
ed across the ocean; that 40,000 of 
the number were at the front and 
that 50,000 more men were under 
atms in Canada. On June 8th Gen. 
Hughes announced that an addition- 
ad 35,000 men would be recrui.ed, 


bringing the strength of the Expedi- | 


tionary Force up to 160,000. 

On July ist, the Minister left Ot- 
tawa to go to England. There he met 
Sir Robert Borden and was associat- 
ed with the Prime Minis‘er in the 
transaction of business relating to 
the Canadian forces in England and 
in Flanders. While in France and 
Flanders he was the guest of Field 
Marshal French at British head- 
“quarters, of King Albert at the head- 
quarters of the Belgian army, and of 
Field Marshal Joffre at French army 
headquarters... He returned to Lon- 
don on August 14th and ten days 
later was created a Knight Com- 
mander of the Order of the Bath. 

In October, 1915,. it was announc- 
ed that the authorized establishment 
would be increased to 250,000. At 
‘the same time, Sir Sam Hughes 
launched his plan for the recruiting 
of county ba.talions. In the same 
month the Minister of Militia fore- 
shadowed the decision of -the Gov- 
ernment to increase the authorized 
establishment of the Expeditionary 
Force to 500,000 men. 

It was during 1915 that the con- 
troversy over the merits of the Ross 
rifle, the arm of the Canadian mili- 
tary service, began, Charges were 
made by some soldiers that. the wea- 
pon had not “stood up’’ under active 
service conditions. Sir Sam Hughes 
had commended the Ross rifle when 
he was a member of the Conserva- 
tive Opposition and when it was 
adopted by the Canadian Govern- 
ment. He warmly defended it until 
the last as the “best rifle in the 
world.”” He had maintained that, 
with proper ammuniticn, it stood the 
test of war admirably.

The. Location of the Cistern. 


The house cistern may be located 
in the cellar, or outside underground, 
according io conditions. If the cel- 
lar be large and provided witn good 
drainage.for the overflow of tbe cis- 
tern, there can be no serious objec- 
tion to having the cistern in the cel- 
lar. Uf the roof of the house is’ not 
large enough to collect sufficient rain 
water for ihe water service of the 
home, the roofs of barns and other 
buildings may be connected up to an- 
other cistern at these buildings and 
the two cisterns connectea for joint 
service if necessary. * In this case 
probably the best arrangemen; would 
be to build one very large under- 
ground tank, 12 or 15 feet square 
and LO feet deep, at a point where 
rain water from both house and 
barns would gravitate and collect. 
Between the barns and this cistern 
it would be advisable to build a 
settling basin to intercept dirt from 
roofs. The water system would be 
connected to this large cistern to 
supply the house or barn as required. 
The same water sys-.em could be used 
to supply the house or barn with the 
water from the weil or otier source 
used for drinking and cooking 
purposes.

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| REGULATIONS CONCERNING SALE 
OF CHEESE IN NORWAY 


‘(Canadian’ Commetce Report ) 

Mr. C, B. Sontum, Commercial Ag- 
ent in Christiana, Norway, sends, un 

‘der date of October 19th, 1921,:the 
following’ ‘regulations applicable\ to 
the sale of cheese in Norway: 

According to a’ royal resolution, 
cheese marketed in Norway after No 
vember 1921, will be classified as. fol- 
lows: 

(1) Full cream cheese; - when 
cheese contains at least 45 percent. 
' fat. 

(2) Halt crgam cheese, when the 
cheese contains less than 45 per cent 
fat but at least 28 per. cent. of fat. 

(3) Quarter cream cheese,’ - when 


the cheese contains less than 28 per) 


cent. and not less than 18 per cent. 
‘|fat; and 
(4) Skimmed milk cheese, when 
contafning less than 18 per cent. of 
| fat. 

- When analyzing the fat contents 

the ‘Water contained in the cheese 

is not taken into consideration. 
Canadian exporters should therefor 
take care that their cheese either 
contains, for instance a little more 
than 45 per cent. of fat, or rather 
only so much fat as is necessary in 
order that the cheese may be sold 
under the group that it is intended

This is because the price 
regulation only classifies as stated 
above and allows nobody to charge 
a higher price for a medium quality.

Filming a Looping Airplane. 
The ingenuity of the modern film 
camera-nian is seldom put to greater 
test than when he has to climb into 
the clouds in an airplane and secure 
thrilling pictures of adventures in

Aircraft; dining, looping, and spin- 
ning at over a httidred miles an hour 
have to be kept in the focus jof a 
narrow lens, a feat which ‘requires 
an almost instinctive sense to make 
it possible to anticipate the move- 
ments of the machines. 

' Pathes employ an ex-flying officer 
‘for the purpose of obtaining niid-air 
thrills for the screen. Recently, this 
camera man obtained what is the 
first complete loop by an airplane in 
mid-air secured by the. film camera.

* Gardening on Ocean Liners. 


Most Atlantic liners carry several 
gardeners. Modern liners carry an 
enormous number of palms, Hun- 
dreds of these are used to decorate 
the saloons and corridors. Then 
there is a pleasant place like a ver- 
anda which is called the tea-garden, 
where one sits amongst at trees and 
other shrubs planted in little tubs. 


Many ships have trellis muha with; 


ivy and other creepers trained over 
it. Cut flowers for table decoration 
have to be provided by the ship’s 
gardeners. On both sides of the 
Atlantic a great quantity or cut flow- 
ers are taken o 
ning of the voyage. They. are placed: 
in cold storage, whence a supply for 
the tables is taken as it is wanted. 

Several tons of fresh, vegetables 
are stored away in a chilled room, 
and these also are taken out as they 
are required.

ENTION the name of Tatter- 
gall to the average British- 
er, and he will at once 
think of horses. 

But although Tattersall’s has been 
associated intimately with Britain's 
great national sport for, more than 
a hundred and fifty years, few peo- 
ple are aware of the great part play- 
ed by the firm in the history of the 
turf. 

“Tatt’s’ had its origin in 1766 
with the arrival in London of a 
Yorkshire wooleomber, Richard Tat- | 
tersall. He came to retrieve his for- 
tune, which he had los! during the 
Jacobite rebellion. With the help 


of friends he acquired a lease of 
some property adjoining St. Géorge’s 
Hospital, and here he started a busi- 
ness for the sale of horses and 
hounds. 

Richard Tattersall was born -under 
a lucky star. He had not been in 
London long before the Duke of 
Kingston made him Master of the 
Horse, a post which brought him in- 
to frequent contact with the Prince 
Regent, Lord Bolingbroke, and Lord 
Somerville. He married Lord Somer-~- 
ville’s granddaughter, and from that 
time his name was one that was con- 
jured with among” horse lovers and 
fanciers all over the kingdom.

-en, and his offspring yielded in rac- 
ing prizes a sum approaching $1,- 
000,000. Two other famous horses 
which changed -hands at ‘‘Tatt’s” 
were Flying Fox; who realized $175,-

$150,000. 

The fact that Tattersall’s occupies 
a different site to-day’ from that on 
‘which it was founded may be“ascrib- 
ed to the gambling fever that per- 
vaded the turf seventy years ago.

like any other racegoers,

Chieftain and is such a close and care 
ful study ofCanadian political history, 
since the times of Sir John A. Mac- 
Donald that it might be more correct 
ly considered a history of Canada un- 
der Sir Wilfrid Laurier than a bio- 
graphy of that great statesman. Pro- 
fessor Skelton has managed to get a 
detached view of political movements 
that is unusual at such close range. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier early in his 
ministry declared -himseif a free trad 
er. He had opposed commercial union 
with the United States when in the 
oppostion. During his famous visit 
to Britain, he addressed the Cobden 
Club, which Prof. Skelton calls ok 
“suardian of thé free trade arts, 
and in his address camefout strongly 
for freedom of trade as an ideal. He| 
stated that Canada had made two 
steps in that direction in the Imperial! 
preference and the adoption of the 
policy of tariff for revenue rather 
than for protection. 

But for ten years—from 1896 to 
190@—the Liberal administration 
moved but little in the direction of 
free trade. Imperial preference did 
more to develop protectionist, it is 
thought in Britain, than to promote 
free trade ideals throughout the 
world and tariff for protection and 
tariff for revenue are almost twin 
brothers. Even the Imperial prefer- 
ence was subject to a: revision up- 
wards in the ca se of at least one 
commodity when the woolen manu- 
facturers of Canada uttered protest 
and Mr. Fielding in 1904 put into 
force a dumping clause that could 
hardly be called a free trade devel- 
opment. 


It was.not the Liberal party which 
inaugerated the reciprocity movement 
Prof. Skelton claims. It started on the 
other side of the line. “After fighting 
Canada for years on the tariff, put- 
ting the bars up skyward, the United 
States, or rather theRepublican party 
looked for fiscal amity. Canada ac- 
cepted through Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
and Mr. Fielding in the same spirit of 
friendliness. Everyone knows the re- 
sult—the downfall of the Liberal 
party. Whether or not reciprocity 
was absolutely turnead down flat By 
the Liberal people of Canada in 1911 
is a question for debate. Professor 
Skelton suggests that the government 
had been in office too long;the change 
was coming any way. Annexation 
hogeys; flag waving; cries of “no 
popery,”’ all played an important 
part. Sir Wilfrid declared himself 
that it was not reciprocity but a 
Roman Catholic Premier that defeat- 
ed the party. 

In fifteen years the Liberal party 
moved but little ip the direction of 
free trade. If one can learn anything 
from Prof. Skelton’s story of the

The liquor can be sold only 
persons having a permit to buy, 
but apparenily anyone can get a. 
permit so long as he is of legal age. 
There are three different permits. 
A person who has lived in the pro- 
vince for a month can buy a permit 
for fifty cents, which will entitled 
him to buy two quarts of strong 
liquor and twelve quarts of beer. He 
can buy these as often as as cares 
to. When he has lived in the pro- 
vince for three months he graduates 
into another class, and by paying $2, 
ean buy four quarts of hard liquor 
and unlimited quantities of beer. 
When he has been there six months 
he receives a sort of degree which 
enables him to buy unlimited quan- 
tities of all kinds of liquor. He 
parts with $5 for this privilege. 
Visitors are given special permits, 
which cost them aNike amount. The 
object of these fees obviously is to 
encourage persons to settle in Brit- 
ish Columbia permanently. 

The new law, we are informed, 
has reduced charges of drunken- 
ness and vagrancy by 30 per cent. 
but this: is probably due to the fact 
that penalties for the infraction of 
the law are extremely severe. One 
ean be sent to jail for three months 
for intoxication, and one who vio- 
lates any provision of the act is 
liable to a six-months’ sentence for 
a first offence, and for’ subsequent 
effences, anywhere up to twenty-one 
months, and not less than a year. No 
person, of course, may sell liquor, 
except druggists, who are permitted 
to dispense it. Liquor may be had 
also on doctors’ prescriptions. Liquor 
can be drunk only on private prem- 
ises. Hotel guests are permitted to 
imbibe, but must do so in their 
rooms. D-inking’in the rotundas has 
been abolished. : 

The police seem to have been given 
unusual powers. They can search 
suspected premises or suspected 
persons without warrant, and if 
resistance is offered they can break 
locks and make arrests. Their mere 
suspicions are sufficient warrant. 
Another curious clause says that if 
any person who has imbibed liquor
